
Bell tolls 
for street's 
‘appalling 
family’ 


GREENWICH Police and 
Greenwich Council have 
obtained their first premises 
closure order on a house in 
Greenwich after the family that 
lived there blighted the lives of 
their neighbours. 

The occupants in Bell Street 
were removed under the 
Premises Closure Order, which 
forms part of the Anti-social 
Behaviour Legislation Act 2003. 
The family will not be able to 
return to the premises for three 
months. 

Police, in consultation with 
Greenwich Council and Hyde 
Housing, removed them after 
prolonged and relentless anti- 
social behaviour inflicted not 
only by the family but also by 
those who regularly visited 
them. 

The four-bedroom council house 
will be closed for three months 
to provide respite for the other 
residents. 

Police received calls related to 
the family relating to noise, 
criminal damage, vandalism, 
fights and verbal abuse against 
other residents. 

PC Matt Brown, from the 
Greenwich anti-social behaviour 
team, told GT: “We gave the 
family sufficient warnings and 
provided them with plenty of 
opportunities to improve their 
behaviour. 

“They have continually failed to 
engage with police and other

Woolwich was identified 
as a hub and watching the 
behaviour of the 
youngsters transferring 
from school to their homes 
is totally unacceptable. 
They have scant regard for 
the officers and continue 
to menacingly, in large 
groups mill around the 
various points.

made aware that this siege 
level of policing is 
necessary to contain 
this unwanted 
behaviour. 

The basic 
problem starts 
with parenting 
and their a 
failure to 
instill the 
necessary 
courtesy and 
respect for 
others. The 
almost legislated 
prevention of school to be 
allowed to redirect unruly 
behaviour further adds to 
the need to spend 



inordinate amount of 
taxpayer’s moneys on 
supervisory policing. 

Focus and work 
hard on these 
primary life skills 
and ninety percent 
of the 
disorder, 
abuse and 
inconsiderate 
behaviour will 
evaporate. 

A final point, 
that has to be made with 
the attainment of 
respect, has to be directed 
towards the police 
officers. They are not well 
dressed they often look 
scruffy and that in itself 


induces an indifference 
response from the 
perpetrators of unwanted 
behaviour. There is a 
valuable expression, 
“behaviour gets 
behaviour”, and parents, 
teachers and police 
officers I suggest take 
note. The button-line for 
managing these costly 
expenses is to start 
somewhere and it if this 
had been dome many 
years ago this problem 
would not be worth 
reporting, but then there 
would be no derived 
political capital.

IN response to this letter, 
we are committed to 
reducing crimes on buses 
and on the wider 
transport network in and 
around the borough. 

We are fully aware of the 
issues caused by a small 
minority of unruly 
young people and have 
been working to resolve 
it. 

A total of 21 PCSOs and 
police officers are 


constantly monitoring 
public transports and 
paying specific attention 
to hubs such as 
Woolwich. 

However, it must be 
pointed out that unruly 
children are not the only 
reason why we have a 
large presence. 

There are also adults 
engaging in anti-social 
behaviour. 

At peak times, especially 


between 3pm-5pm each 
bus can carry up to 90 
passengers. 

I therefore feel that the 
presence of a robust 
team is necessary when 
we have hundreds of 
people using our 
transport network. 

It was back in 2009 that 
the Mayor of London 
wanted the public and 
those who work on public 
transport to feel safer 


across London, hence the 
reason why we have such 
a large team funded by 
TfL. 

We expect all officers and 
PCSOs to take pride in 
their appearance and I 
personally check their 
standards on a daily 
basis.

HIGH-heeled drag queens 
raced round the 
Greenwich streets while 
the Mayor Barbara 
Barwick and the crowds 
cheered them on. 

It was the fifth annual 
charity fund-raiser of its kind 
to be organised by the Rose 
and Crown pub on Croom’s 
Hill - but this year there was 
poignancy mixed with the 

laughter. Race founder 

Michael Joyce, the pub’s in- 
house drag queen, was killed 
in a road accident during a 
family holiday back in 
Australia just before 

Christmas. 

Close friend Shaun 

Retzback, who works behind 
the bar, told GT: “This race 
just gets bigger and better 
every year. But this year was 
extra special and Michael 
would have loved it.” 

Pub general manager 
Nathan Power said: “The 
event was in loving memory of 
Michael, and for the very first 
time the Mayor of Greenwich 
came to support us which just 
added to the community 
spirit." 

Cllr Barwick used a 
megaphone to start the 25 or 
so serious contenders off. 
Scores more supporters 
showed up in drag to cheer 
them on. 


Heels of at least two-and-a- 
half inches had to be worn for 
the race, and the cup was won 
for a second time by “Ian” - 
this time clad in a wedding 
dress. 

Nathan told us: “Greenwich 
police close the streets around 
the town centre for us for the 
short duration, and 
neighbouring businesses help 
us. For instance, we had so 
many people in here at one 
time, the water gave out in our 


toilets!” 

Cash is still pouring in and 
all proceeds will go the Metro 
project in nearby Norman 
Road which supports the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender (LGBT) 

community in the borough. 
Metro organised the barbecue 
after the race was over. 

Friends of Michael Joyce 
raised £2,300 to his memory 
with a full day of drag acts, 
music and opera in the pub in 


February. They have installed 
a bench to his memory on the 
Avenue in Greenwich Park, 
and they donated £1,000 to 
Save the Children, Michael’s 
favourite charity. 

• THE Rose and Crown will be 
staging a fund-raising night 
for research into prostate 
cancer on September 26. It 
starts at 7pm and will feature 
drag performer Mercedes 
Benz.

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Sandy’s leader of the pack

2010’s been a real hoot for Brown 
Owl Sandy White. So far it’s 
been a year of celebrations for 
the Brownie leader who runs the 
5th Abbey Wood Brownies in 
Thamesmead. 

The pack has been marking the 
centenary of the Brownie/Guide 
movement with a range of 
events, they’ve also landed a 
£5,000 grant to help fund future 
activities and Sandy had 
notched up 30 years with the 
Brownie movement. 

The mum-of-three first started 
her Brownie life in Sydenham at 
the age of seven. She went on to 
become a Guide at 11, a young 
leader at 13 and a Warranted 
Guide at 18. When she moved to 
Thamesmead 20 years ago, a 
neighbour suggested she take 
over from the their Brownie 
leader who was leaving and 
Sandy’s been there ever since. . 
Her troop of Rainbows and 
Brownies meet on a Monday 
evening at the Arnott Close 
Community Hall and back in 
May many of her former 
Brownies returned to the hall to 
celebrate her 30th anniversary. 
“It was lovely to see those kids 
that I’d known from seven and I 
was in tears by the end of the 
evening. Lots of my older 
Brownies have moved on and got 



married but some of them came 
back with their own children,” 
she explained. 

And what’s kept her going for 
more than three decades? 

“I just love being with the kids , 
doing things with them and 
taking them to places they’ve 
never been before. They give as 
good as I give and I enjoy seeing 
them develop and move on,” 
Sandy told GT. 

She added: “I’ve made so many 
friends over the years; with 
everyone from five-year-olds to 
their parents and grandparents. 
I’ve seen a lot of the children 
grow up and two or three have 
come back and helped me, 
another couple have gone on to 
be leaders elsewhere. Both my 
daughters are members of the 
Brownies with my eldest being a 
leader.” 

Sandy’s party was one of many 
celebrations for the troop of 
around 34 girls who have also 
been marking the centenary of 
the Guide movement this year. 
“We’ve done an awful lot, we’ve 
been for a trip up the Thames,

we’ve been to the London Eye, 
Greenwich Park, had speakers in 
and worked towards badges,” 
Sandy enthused. Now the 
Brownies are looking forward to 
a pack holiday next July after 
scooping a grant from Trust 
Thamesmead. 

“Funding is vital for the 
Brownies and this money will 
help the Rainbows and Brownies 
visit the countryside and 
experience new sights and 


cheer, above 

sounds; many of 
them have never 
been outside 
Thamesmead 
before,” Sandy told 
GT. 

And she added: “I 
would also like to 
say a special thank 
you to my eight 
Brownie leaders who 
give up their time to 
support me - 1 could never 


do it without their help.” 

As a member of the 
Thamesmead Community 
Forum, Sandy also plays a role 
in helping to improve the area 
for residents of all ages. 
Thamesmead may have had a 
bad press in the past but Sandy 
believes it’s a great place to live. 
“The people are so friendly. The 
schools are good and there are 
lots of green spaces for kids to 
play,” she said. 

“If you are comfortable in your 
environment you ignore the bad 
stuff and look for the good stuff. 
“ I’ve got an awful lot of friends 
and it can take me three hours 
just to buy a loaf of bread!

Centre in Erwood Road, Charlton, 
is refurbished. 

The charity has over three-dozen regular 
volunteers, but they continue to need more 
befrienders for their users - to do anything 
from having a chat, doing some shopping or 
helping them get to appointments. They 
also need more volunteer drivers to get 
people to the coffee mornings and further 
afield (B.I.G. will pay your petrol). 

They’re also looking for any possible 
sponsors, maybe staff groups in local 
businesses who might “adopt” them. You 
can advertise in the newsletter, and articles 
are also welcome from users. 

Colin and his team of four colleagues have 
forged strong links with Greenwich Talking 
Newspaper - who tape the newsletter for 
them - as well as Age Concern, and the Royal 
London Society for the Blind in Victoria. 

Colin said: “We are also working with 
Greenwich Community Sensory Services 
Team and writing to all registered blind and 
partially sighted people in the borough to 
inform them of the services we offer.” 

Colin has been partially-sighted from 
birth with “night blindness”. He said: “If 
it’s light, I can see. There are about 25,000 
people like me across the UK.” 

The former landscape gardener had also 
previously worked as a visual awareness 
trainer on behalf of Action for Blind People, 
going into companies and ensuring their 
services were accessible, changing attitudes 
and advising on the law and disability. 

B.I.G.’s origins go back more than 100 years 
when a workshop was established to enable 
blind men to support their families. Colin said: 
“Nowadays, visually impaired people are just 
as independent, but still sometimes require 
special help to live life to the full.” 

There are about two million blind and 
partially-sighted people across the UK. Of 
those, anything from 1,500 to 2,500 live in 
Greenwich. The council has 900 names on its 
local register.

Noisy neighbour fined 


HOUSING estates in 
Greenwich are being 
encouraged to enter a 
competition to grow their 
own food. The Edible Estates 
competition, part of the 
Capital Growth scheme, 
encourages residents to get 
together to reclaim unused 
land to grow the food. Prizes 
include £250 gift cards, tool 
sets and “worm cafes”. 
Training will be available as 
well as practical help in the 
competition, which has a 
closing date of Wednesday, 
September 15. 

Greenwich already leads the 
way in the London- wide 
Capital Growth scheme. The 


council has committed to 
making 60 spaces available. 
They will come from 
regenerating dormant 
allotment plots and small 
parcels of defunct 
wasteland in parks and open 
spaces. 

A range of community 
growing schemes are up and 
running, co-ordinated by the 
Greenwich co-operative 
Development Agency 
(GCDA). A key part of the 
GCDA’s work is the network 
of 15 food co-operatives 
across the borough, called 
the Greenwich Community 
Food co-op, which gives 
people access to affordable 


fresh food at weekly 
markets. 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for Greener Greenwich, told 
GT: “Apart from providing 
access to local, nutritious 
and affordable food, food 
growing has many wider 
benefits including 
increasing social cohesion, 
improving mental health 
and improving the local 
landscape. I hope we have 
numerous entries to the 
Edible Estates competition.

WOOLWICH resident Mr Emmanuel 
Moniz has been fined £1000 at 
Woolwich Magistrates’ Court for 
causing noise nuisance to his 
neighbours. 

Greenwich Council witnessed eight 
breaches of noise nuisance and 
obtained an injunction order against 
Mr Moniz, who lives in John Wilson 
Street, preventing him from causing 
further annoyance to his neighbours. 

In total Mr Moniz was fined £1000 
with additional £300 costs to the 
council plus a £15 victim surcharge. 
The magistrates also ordered that his 
music equipment be forfeited even 
though he claimed it belonged to 
someone else. 

This was the second offence by Mr 
Moniz at the same property. He was 


fined in April this year. 

The court described his behaviour 
as deliberate, childish and unsociable 
and, given that he attended a sound 
engineering course, they felt that he 
should have been aware of the level 
of the noise. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Environment and Community Safety, 
said: “Greenwich Council will not 
tolerate noisy neighbours who make 
other residents lives a misery. 

“Noise can cause distress and alarm 
to others and we urge all our 
residents to be mindful of their noise 
levels in order to avoid a heavy fine or 
even worse face prosecution.”

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council's list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A » for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for ai applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

Jaws, E.T. and Shrek make Universal Studios an unforgettable place 



Picture book end for Perfect prose? 


I READ the book 
l N a in one sitting, even 
as a child. I was 
terrified. The 

▼ ▼ movie was worse, 

and yet here I was - about to 
come face to face with my 
nemesis, Jaws, at the Universal 
film studios in Orlando, 

Florida. 

We stayed in the Hard Rock 
Hotel, one of three on-site 
hotels, the others fully booked 
despite the recession and low 
growth in the US. The service 
was impeccable, the rooms 
spacious and the amenities 
spectacular including an 
enormous swimming pool (open 
8am to midnight) with a 300 
metre slide and music audible 
even underwater. 

Up at 7am to be queuing by 
8am - hotel guests are allowed 
entry one hour before the 
public - and holding tightly to 
our express passes (its so cool to 
push in), we headed straight for 
Jaws only to be sidetracked by 
Shrek 4D, a wonderfully 
entertaining 4D adventure with 
Donkey, Shrek and Fiona, 
enhanced by 3D “Ogre vision” 
glasses. 

Jaws didn’t disappoint, despite 
its age. We strolled through an 
eerily quiet Amity- the town of 
the book has been almost 
completely reconstructed - and 
boarded a (far too) small boat. 
Disaster struck half way 
round as the engine died; fifty 
metres away, a large fin broke

Plodding plot prevents Picture Perfect from being, well, perfect. 


WAKING up in a graveyard with no 
knowledge of how you got there is a chilling 
prospect. But it’s the spine-tingling 
situation Cassie Barrett finds herself in at 
the outset of Jodi Picoult’s latest 
bestseller, Picture Perfect. 

Cassie is discovered by LAPD officer Will 
who, despite falling in love with her, has to 
hand her over to her actual husband. And 
that’s just the tip of the iceberg: It just so 
happens that her husband is Hollywood’s 
biggest film star, Alex Rivers, and her 
marriage is one of the most perfect in 
showbiz- or so it would seem... As her past 
comes back to haunt her, the brutal truth of 
her life comes into sharp focus. She 
realises how she ended up in the graveyard 
in the first place and, more importantly, she 
realises that she has a life-changing 
decision to make. In PP, author Picoult not 
only skilfully emphasises the influence that 
the past has on your future, but also proves 
the old adage that you can never be sure 
what goes on behind closed doors. 

It’s clear that the writer is passionate about 


the characters she creates. She 
embellishes them with heavily detailed back 
stories, which help the reader to 
understand the rationale behind the choices 
they make. And though this is great for 
character development, it did feel slightly 
detrimental to the pace of the novel. As the 
plot thickens, you are willing for that 
climactic moment of conflict, and it never 
seems to come. There is undoubtedly a lot 
of drama that leaps from the book, but due 
to the endless flashbacks and pages of 
back-story, momentum became lost and the 
narrative muddled. As a result, despite 
being compelled to find out what happens to 
Cassie, reading the book did feel like 
wading through treacle at times. 

That said Picoult’s greatest skill clearly lies 
within creating relatable characters, which, 
despite the book’s challenging pace, makes 
the beautifully written and heart-warming 
final chapter all the more satisfying.

American revivalists Best Coast hit 


SO here’s the story so far: 
Bethany Cosentino, Los 
Angeles native and 
founding member of Best 
Coast left the sunny shores of 
America’s west coast (the ‘best 
coast’ geddit?), to head east to study 
in New York. Whilst there - with 
homesickness sinking in, she wrote 
a bunch of songs that were inspired 
by all things LA. 

She eventually quit her studies, 
moved back west and formed Best 
Coast. Throughout 2009 the band 
garnered growing attention with a 
string of independent singles 
culminating with the summery pop 
gem When I’m With You, and with a 
sound that sits perfectly within the 
current trends - fuzzy, distorted, lo-fi 
production over 60’s inspired girl- 
group pop arrangements, debut 
album Crazy For You dropped with 
more than a little anticipation. 

When I’m With You - and its parent 
record, The Black Iris EP was the 
turning point for the band: previous 
releases were extremely lo-fi, 
sounding as if recorded on a Casio 
cassette recorder, but the EP 
marked a change in approach. 

And it’s this sound that adorns 
follow-up, Crazy For You with a 
stamped authority. Boyfriend opens 
up proceedings and sets the tone 
nicely: simple and direct songs, 
simple structures with lyrics about 
boys, heartaches and angsty themes 
that have littered Hollywood teen 
movies for decades. It’s the 
simplicity of the music in tandem 
with the direct and blunt lyrics that 
sits so well on the album, and 
though the first couple of plays I 



found a tad samey, the subtle 
approach eventually seeped through 
and had me coming back for more. 
There are obvious reference points 
across the work, (this is an 
unashamedly west coast-sounding 
album after all), so nods to early 
Beach Boys delivered with the 
scuzzy attack of Nuggets-esque 
garage rock are clear, but the 
biggest influence that comes 
through is PhilSpectorand the girl 
groups he produced in the 60s: The 
Crystals, The Ronettes and Darlene 
Love swarm the album, and much 
like the tortured genius’s best work 


the right notes 

the record is swamped in reverb and 
echo. 

There are a few negatives though, 
and while ‘one trick pony’ isn't a 
wholly fair tag to throw at it because 
its continuity is key to its best parts, 
it does seem that the band took the 
formula of When I’m With You and 
applied it to the whole album. There 
is only a certain number of times you 
can listen to lyrics about missing 
that specialsomeone, or how you 
want to be with them allthetime, or 
how much you love someone you just 
can’t have and it can get a little 
tedious at times. 

It was an irritation that jumped out at 
me on the first two or three listens, 
but the more I’ve come back to it, the 
more I’ve found myself falling into 
the melodiesand pop hooks of songs 
like Bratty B, When The Sun Don’t 
Shine and the title track. 

Best Coast have delivered a pretty 
decent album that will sound 
wonderful sitting in the sunshine 
with a few drinks at a BBQ, but like a 
lot of the current lo-fi, indie pop 
bands that are all the rage at the 
moment, it’ll be interesting to see 
where they go from here and what 
the actual longevity of albums like 
these are. 

It's all very well in August 2010, but 
will this still sound vibrantand fun in 
February 20 14? Only time will tell, so 
for now lets just sit back and enjoy it 
forwhat it is: simple, fun, and justa 
little bit addictive... for now anyway.

A MERE 72 hours after their 
B-team carelessly mislaid a 3- 
0 Cup lead at Shrewsbury, 
Charlton's first string 
emphatically put the record 
straight with this fighting 
performance in East London. 

Seems a pity they can't forfeit 
their Cup games because they're 
an entirely different proposition 
in the league, as Leyton Orient 
discovered to their cost. 

Orient, like Bournemouth before 
them, were handed the massive 
boost of facing 10-men around the 
hour mark, a consequence of the 
somewhat harsh dismissal of 
Christian Dailly. 

Having already equalised Alan 
McCormack's first goal for 
Charlton, however, the cock-a- 
hoop home side were unable to 
make further inroads into a 
magnificently brave rearguard 
and as their increasingly 
desperate efforts were defied by a 
blue-clad wall of blocks, tackles 


and defensive headers, they were 
picked off by a pair of sickening 
counter punches. 

The first half of this ultimately 
absorbing thriller was, by 
comparison with later 
developments, relatively peaceful. 
Heartened by their midweek Cup 
success at Swindon, Orient began 
brightly, with Mike Cestor shooting 
narrowly over the bar, skipper 
Stephen Dawson forcing a fine, 
reaction save from Rob Elliot, then 
Alex Revell screwing feebly wide 
when favoured by the run of the 
ball. 

Little had been seen of Charlton 
up front before McCormack 
converted their first genuine 
chance. 

Linking neatly with Scott 
Wagstaff near the touchline, right 
back Simon Francis stepped 
inside to cross left-footed for the 
far post, where McCormack 
climbed high to steer an accurate 
downward header past Jamie 
Jones. The O’s had been handed a 
first painful lesson in the dark 
arts of classic guerilla warfare. 

On 36 minutes, meanwhile, the 
seemingly innocuous booking of 
Dailly for "deliberate" handling 
was to have repercussions later. 


Matthew Spring's resultant free 
kick was heroically charged 
down, as was Elliot Omozusi's 
ferocious attempt blast the 
rebound through a chaotic 
penalty area. During the second 
half pressure following Dailly's 
dismissal, McCormack "took one 
for the team" while courageously 
blocking Dawson's brutal drive 
with his face. Laid out by the 
force of the shot, his personal 
selflessness personified 

Charlton's corporate defiance. 

The second half started with 
Terrell Forbes's last-ditch tackle 
foiling Pawel Abbott, but Orient 
quickly hit back to level. Nippy 
wide man Dean Cox's dipping 
cross from the right eluded Gary 
Doherty's lunging interception 
and Scott McGleish popped up 
behind the centre back to 
efficiently slot home. Worse soon 
followed for the suddenly rattled 
visitors with the loss of Dailly. 

Launching into a 50-50 clash of 
captains with Dawson, whose 
writhing reaction helped 
persuade referee James 
Linington to don the black cap, a 
clearly outraged Dailly was 
ordered off. Fortunately Dawson 
made a full recovery, as did 


Bournemouth's Michael 
Symes a week previously, 
after the damage had been 
done and Jose Semedo had 
paid the full penalty. Symes, 
in fact, later allowed that the 
"tackle hadn't been too bad", 
a mealy-mouthed 

observation in view of his 
tormented gyrations at the 
time. Like Semedo, Dailly 
seemed hard done by - but 
his departure left his 
depleted side up against it. 

Calmly quarterbacked by 
Spring, Orient were 
perfectly poised to exploit 
Charlton's disarray, a 
commanding position which 
made it even more of a body 
blow to them that they 
promptly fell behind again. 
It's probably no consolation 
for them to acknowledge 
that the goal was a cracker, 
Wagstaff combining with 
restless busybody Lee 
Martin before cutting in to 
curl a beauty into the far 
corner of Jones' net. 

While Spring continued to 
probe patiently for 
weaknesses, the Eastenders 
were far from finished, with 
the united efforts of Doherty 
and Therry Racon required 
to snuff out McGleish's 
determined solo dribble into 
the penalty area. With 
emergency substitute 
Miguel Llera at the heart of 
their stirring resistance, the 
Addicks actually allowed 


few clearcut opportunities 
until a surprising scorer 
closed the books deep into 
added time. 

Having lost his right back 
spot to Francis, Chris Solly 
replaced the indefatigable 
Martin possibly as much to 
kill time as make a defensive 
impression. With his first 
touch, the engaging 
youngster finished a fresh- 
legged burst to beat 
Omozusi to Wagstaff's 
precisely placed low centre 
and join McCormack in 
notching his first Charlton 
goal from two yards. A 
perfect end to a satisfying 
evening was easy to relish 
until the obvious distress of 
Dailly came to mind. Still, 
into every life comes a little 
rain...
